OF doLORED 
CITJXIWS. 


Charles Sunmcr and other distinguished 


friendi of the colored raoo labored hard aud 
long to securii for the colored men of tho 
United States Ml the rights and 
privileges 


of oilfeensliip. It was thought that through 
congressional legislation tho end had been 
attained and that all Americans were henco- 
forth to bo equal before the law. 
But tho 


old spirit of caste is not so easily to bo put 
down and recent events go to show that the 
battle is to be fought over again. A judicial 
decision just rendered is to the effect that 
Congress has 110 authority in the premises, 
aud that each state must decide these ques- 
tions for its people. Tho case decided, which 
in effect covers broad ground, is this: In 
June, J87C, a number of colored persons 
went to Rookville, Maryland, oil an excur- 
sion twin run for their convenience over 
the \VftBhington branch of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad from Washington. 
In 


the evening a number of the exoxusionists 
boarded one of tho regular trains bound to 
Washington. 
Tho conductor compelled 


them to go into tho smoking car and refused 
them admission to the other cars. 
The 


entire company brought actions for damages 
under the act of Congress of 1875. 
One of 


these cases was made a tost, and after a full 
consideration of the case Judge Giles decides 
that "the act of Congress of March 1, 1875, 
under which this action is brought, so far 
as it seeks to inflict penalties for riolatlon 
of any or all rights which belong to citizens 
of a slate and not to! citizens of the ^United 
States as such, were tho oierciso of a power 
not authorized by any provision of the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and as tho 
privilege to use for local travel any public 
conveyance is not aright arising under the 
Constitution of the United States, there can 
be no recovery of tho ponnlty sued for in 
this case.'' 


This cnso ia BO important that it will 


doubtless be carried to the supreme court. 
If it stands.it must be admitted that colored 
citizens have no right in cars, hotels, etc., 
which a whito man is bound to rospent. 
They must rely upon tho justice mid intelli- 
gence of state legislatures.

A 11TT OP WASHINGTON'S RTftA'J'lilGY. 


Jn the month of July, 1777, fin* American 


firmy was (it Middlebrook, N. J. 
General 


Howe, with the main body of the DritLsh 
aimy, held New York, find it was known 
that Burgoyno was coining down the Hud- 
eon with a heavy force. An English fleet 
lay in New York Bay, aud toward tho mid- 
dle of the mouth (July) it was" reported to 
Washington that an unusual movement was 
being made ou tho water. Ha wns uneasy. 
It wns a critical period. A certain move- 
ment he much desired to make, aud in order 
to make it successfully not only must the 
utmost secrecy be preserved, but, if possi- 
ble,, the attention of the enemy must bo 
drnwn in another direction. 
Finally, he 


prepared n despatch of seemingly great im- 
portance, directed it to General Israel Put- 
nam, which ho proposed to forward by nu 
honest Vermont soldier. Tlio .soldier was 
directed to don tho garb of a common farm 
laborer, and then to report at tho head- 
quarters of tbo commauder-in-chief, which 
ho did. Admitted to Washington's presence, 
ho wns directed to take off one of his heavy 
shoes. 
A shoemaker wns present with his 


kit of tools, who took the shoo In hand, nnd 
very soon had tho despatch pegged up be- 
tween tbo two soles. 


When tho soldier, who had witnessed the 


operation, hnd put on the shoo ngaiu, Wash- 
ington told him what ho wan to do. Ho 
wns simply to deliver that shoe to General 
Putnam at a certain cantonment between 
Princeton and the lludson, nnd bo \vna to 
mnko his way through the Ramapa Pass.

' 'I cnn reach G eneral Putnam just its quickly 
by another route. Think of tho Cow* Boys 
and thfl Tories in that pnss. I shall ho 
surely captured."
